2) Daniel 4:30-31 ,..ls not this great Babylon, that I have built for 
the house of the kingdom by the might of my power, and for the 
honour of my majesty? While the word was in the king's mouth, 
there fell a voice from heaven, saying, king Nebuchadnezzar, 
to thee it is spoken; The kingdom is departed from thee. 

3) 1 Samuel 2:7 The LORD maketh poor, and maketh rich: he 
bringeth low, and lifteth up. Luke 1:52 He hath put down the 
mighty from their seats, and exalted them of low degree. 


1) ...Assyria yields to Babylon, and Babylon to the Medes. Kings are 
but puppets in his hand; they serve his purpose when they rise 
and when they fall. 

2) ...sinful man attemps to do to escape the judgment of God he 
can not. I read recently about Gary Tindle who was in a 
California courtroom charged with robbery. He asked and got 
from Judge Armando Rodriguez permission to go to the 
bathroom. While the bathroom door was guarded— Mr. Tindle 
climbed up onto the plumbing and opened a panel in the 
ceiling. Sure enough, a dropped ceiling with space between. He 
climbed up— and into the crawlspace— and headed south. He'd 
gone thirty-some feet when the ceiling panels broke from under 
him and dropped him to the floor. Right back in Judge 
Rodriguez's courtroom. Although it did not work for Mr. Tindle 
many men successfully flee from judgment, but when it comes 
to the judge of the universe, there's no where to hide. 

3) Romans 2:5-6 But after thy hardness and impenitent heart 
treasurest up unto thyself wrath against the day of wrath and 
revelation of the righteous judgment of God; Who will render to 
every man according to his deeds: 

4) Revelation 20:15 And whosoever was not found written in the 
book of life was cast into the lake of fire. 
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1) ...before such a fearful Judge? 

2) ...the God whom Jacob worshiped; the God who proved himself 
to be his Friend, thus showing that He is the Friend of all that 
trust in Him. This Judge can also be your advocate: 1 John 
2:1-2 ...if any man sin, we have an advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous: And he is the propitiation for our 
sins: and not for ours only, but also for the sins of the whole 
world. 


3) Romans 4:3 Abraham believed God, and it was counted unto 
him for righteousness. 

4) ...of His Son's life as sufficient for your sin. We know this in the 
fact the God raised him from the dead! And now the only 
question is: will you receive this payment as yours. John 1:12 
But as many as received him, to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that believe on his name:
